“The public utilities are not the 
only ones who have been stealing 
from the people of Pennsylvania," 
he declared as he began his ad­ 
dress. 
“Here is another case that 
you ought to know about, a case 
th a t will appeal to you because the 
men who have been stealing have 
been stealing not only money but 
good roads. 
“W hen I took office in January 
last, one of the first things discov­ 
ered was the amazing 
failure of 
the departm ent of revenue in the

gasoline 
taxes.

departm ent of the state govern­ 
m ent has ever fallen down more 
lam entably th an the revenue de­ 
partm ent did in this m atter from 
the

King, began to check up when the

“Actual 
comparisons of county 
motor vehicle registrations and tax 
returns tell the story.

Allegheny county with a registra­ 
tion of 146.523 motor vehicles from 
August I, 1930, to January 31, 1931.
